he was a comparative novice In Vosuvinn exploration. 


-With the professors of tho observatory, which is lo- 


cated on tho mountain near tho month ot tho volcano^ 
he remained In tho little brlclc building occupied by them 
during tho entire period of the disturbance. Thousands 
of tons of hot lava fell nil around them and threatened 
every second to ovorwhalm the structure.. 


It was an, intensely dramatic experience, with which 


nothing else on earth Is comparable. There was a, new 
thrill every mluuto. From out of the earth's entrails 
poured an unceasing stream of fiery ashes, mud and 
atone that Boomed to inflame everything about them. 
The ground rocked and wrenched Itself Into a fearful 
paroxysm, as it the earth was ueing toni asunder. Huge) 
fissures appeared in tho surface of the mountain, from 
which issued clouds of ateanilng vapor that added to tha 
torror of the scene. 


Vivid flashes of fire lighted the heavens to the accom- 


paniment ot the deafoulne crash of thund"br. To tho 
cool, collected Yankee tho end of tho world can produce 
nothing moro calculated, to instill ono with the horroa 
of dissolution. 
Ferret Is srdd to have predicted six months ahead ot 
time tho earthquake which destroyed Messina. He was 
a warm trlonci of Arthur H. Cheney, tho American consul 
ut Messina, who with his wife lost his llfo In the collapso 
of tho consulate there on the morning of tho fatal disas- 
ter. Talking with' tho Cheneys in tho early summer of; 
1908, ou observations ho had taken in tho .neighborhood, 
which foreshadowed the quake, Ferret advised them tor 
ocoU other quarters. But they wore disinclined to leave; 
the pratty llttlo Cnlabrlan aoa port and so mot tho fata 
that bofoll so loanay thousand others. 


When tho cataclysm occurred Perret was ono of th« 


first to roach the stricken city, going thero aa a special 
envoy of the state department, and asilsted in the search; 
tor tho remains of tha consul and his wife. This was ona 
of the saddeat Incidents ot his long and eventful experi- 
ence in tho volCHUio zono of Italy.
